To:  The  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Deudraeth  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1966, 

The  Registrar  General*  s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  v/as 
7,090  (7170  in  1965). 

There  -were  108  live  births  (the  same  as  in  1965)  and  1 stillbirth. 
Two  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life,  one  of  them  in  the  first 
week.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  120;  74  of  these  were  from  strokes 

and  heart  and  circulatory  disease  (including  coronary  thrombosis). 
Eleven  deaths  were  due  to  cancer. 

Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  there  were  two 
deaths  from  this  disease.

The  Council*  s duties  as  water  undertakers  were  transferred  to  the 
Merioneth  later  Board  during  the  year*  The  quality  of  the  v/ater  supply 
to  part  of  Harlech  and  to  the  -villages  of  Trawsfjnnydd,  Talsamau,  Cellilydan, 
Macn-trwrog,  Rhyd  and  Groesor  was  i-jajntained  d;>'  clilorination  -throughout  -the 
year,  Sanples  for  hacteriological  analj^sis  of  all  suioplics  v/ere  taken 
regularly,  by  the  Council  and  by  the  Board,  and  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Gorrvvay.  A fe-w  coirplaints  vrere  received  regarding 
inadequacy  of  supply.  No  information  is  available  on  -the  fluoride 
con-tent  of  the  various  supplies.

Sev/erage  & Sewage  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  sev/erage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  dis-ferict 
as  a -itiole  are  reasonably  adequate,  although  four  hamlets  are  still 
dependant  on  private  cesspools.  Schemes  for  providing  sewerage  disposal 
worlcs  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  and  Llanbedr  - where  disposal  is  at  present 
direct  sewer  to  river,  T^ere  di'aWii  up,  Sev/erage  schemes  for  the  hamlets 
of  Cv/ynfryn  and  Soar,  approved  in  1965,  were  held  up  in  order  that  the 
possibili-ty  of  connecting  the  schemes  to  adjoining  village  schemes  could 
be  inve  stigated. 

Every  effort  vra.s  made  -to  maintain  and  improve  the  efficiency  of  alL 
■the  sewage  disposal  -works,  in  order  to  discharge  vrell  -treated  effluents 
compJ^ying  -with  the  required  standards. 


Slaughter  of  Animals 

The  slau^terhouse  at  Ga.e  lago,  Ffestiniog  continued  to  opora.te 
satisfactorily  during  -the  year,  and  a.H  animals  slaughtered  were 
inspec-ted  as  to  their  fitness  for  human  consump-tion. 


Catering  establishments,  grocers*  and  butchers’  shops  and  ice  cream 
premises  v/ere  inspected  viien  it  -was  found  that  generally  a good  standa.rd 
of  hygiene  -was  observed,  and  that  occupiers  of  food  premises  ivere  aware 
of  the  need  for  regula.r  renewal  of  food  handling  equipment  and  utensils, 
and  for  regular  repair  and  redecoration  of  premises,  I -wish  that  more 
time  v/ere  available  to  pay  more  regular  -visits  to  food  premises,  as 

Q /standards,,. 


staridards  do  tend  to  fall  when  inspections  are  too  infrequent.  Mobile 
shops  and  delivery  vans  operating  within  but  based  vd.thout  the  district 
continued  to  present  a problem  as  far  as  regular  inspection  was  concerned, 
but  generally  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  observed.

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  operator,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ffestiniog  U,D,C,  The  district's  sewers  were  treated  during  November,  and 
all  refuse  sites  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  regularly  inspected  and 
treated.  The  present  regular  and  systematic  survey  work  carried  out  by  the 
operator  is  the  only  way  that  rodent  infestations  may  be  detected  before  they 
become  a ma.jor  problem.

Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  collect  refuse  once  weeldLy  throughout  the  district,  apart 
from  some  isolated  houses  and  farms.  The  service  was  extended  to  cover  all 
additional  dwellings  erected  during  the  year. 

During  the  summer,  refuse  and  litter  from  the  major  caravan  camps  was 
collected  daily,  a.nd  all  litter  baskets  throughout  the  district  were  en^tied 
on  an  average  of  four  days  per  vreek. 

There  are  three  refuse  disposal  tips  in  the  district  and  disposal  on  each 
is  partially  controlled.  Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  finding 
sufficient  and  suitable  covering  material  for  the  refuse  deposited,  and  I 
feel  that  the  Council  must  now  consider  eivplying  a fi'll-time  attendant  to 
control  refuse  tips.
